K a n sa s City, Mo., Ort. 25.— In a fire 
In a lndginghouse in the Riverside dis­ 
trict of Kansas City, Kan., a t an early 
hour Thursday morning it is reported 
th a t a woman and a child were burned 
to death, several persons were badly 
injured and about, a score of others 
a r e missing, several of whom are be­ 
lieved 
to have perished. 
T he 
stair­ 
w ays w ere destroyed. 
Among the injured are: 
T h o m a s 
Hunter, blacksmith; 
P a t­ 
rick Morley railroad laborer; A. Ii. 
West, F ra n k 
Retar, railroad 
man; 
C aptain J. E. Buckhalzer, fireman; IT. 
IT. McCall, 
railroad laborer; 
A. J. 
Jackson. 
T he 
lower 
floor of 
the 
building 
w as occupied by stores, while the up­ 
per three floors were used tis a tene­ 
ment and contained IOO rooms. 
The 
families of sixty laborers were asleep 
in tile building when 
th e fire broke 
out. 
T he fire started at the bottom 
and before the Inmates 
were awak­ 
ened all m eans of escape wore cut off. 
T he fire ladders did not reach above 
the third floor. 
F r a n k R etar jumped 
from the fourth floor and caught his 
fingers between the rounds of a lad­ 
der below, and although lie held on 
he broke all of hl3 fingers. 
II 
G. Wilson pitched his wife from 
tho fourth I’ or to th e firemen on the 
ladders below and then with his young 
baby jumped into the a rm s of the fire­ 
m en 
himself. 
The firemen 
carried 
out about thirty persons. 
Jesse Ford, 
a laborer, with 
bis wife and 
young 
baby 
in his arms, climbed 
out of a 
room on the fourth floor and, walking 
along a beam to a point directly above 
the firemen, dro p p 'd his wife and baby 
safely to them. 
He himself jumped 
and was saved by th e firemen. 
T h e firemen believe that some of tho 
persons in the building failed to es­ 
cape and that their bodies will be dis­ 
covered In the ruins. 
T h e cause of the fire is not known. 
Tt was under control at 2 a. rn. 
The 
loss on the building is $60,000. 
At 2:25 a. rn. tw enty persons were 
m issing and several are believed to 
hav e perished. 
Tho infant child of John Sparks is 
k n o w n to have been burned to death.

Pp to the present only 
one of the dead has 
been identified. 
Tie is an American horn miner, S a m p ­ 
son Luther. 
It is believed the other 
dead are all foreigners, as are the two 
injured. 
T h e wounds 
of the 
latte r 
consist of burns on the face, hack and 
arms, la cerated wounds of the scalp 
and other parts of the body. 
“The explosion took place in h e a d ­ 
ing No. 
29. a considerable 
distance 
from the 
ill-fated Klondike 
section, 
where 114 m en lost 
their lives over 
four years ago. 
Tho exact cause is 
not known, but it is supposed th a t th e 
gas w as fired by a blast. 
All th e mon 
had their safety lamps In proper trim, 
showing th a t tho accident could not 
have been caused by neglect in th a t 
direction. 
No d am age 
was done to 
the workings and the mine will 
un 
as usual.” 
Many reports were spread as to the 
large n u m b er of men imprisoned in the 
mine, but 
these subsequently 
w e re 
found to he untrue. 
The men killed 
were alone in the heading at the time 
of the explosion.

Is Only Information They 


Will Give Out 


For some time persistent rumors have 
been afloat among railroad men as to 
proposed betterments anti enlargements 
in the yards and shops of the Northern 
Pacific at Brainerd. 
Officials of the 
road, however, either refuse to talk of 
the matter or disclaim any knowledge 
of the proposed improvement. The en­ 
tire matter, therefore rests upon talk 
floating among t ie men, and T h k D i s ­ 


p a t c h simply gives it as such, though 
these rumors are usually the results of 
leakages from the officers or tips given 
for the guidance of friends and general­ 
ly prove correct. 
One of the rumors is that the com 
pany will erect a plant here to produce 
tho steel castings used in the manufac­ 
ture of locomotives. This rumor has 
been revived and strengthened by the 
fact that ll. W. Toppings, of the firm of 
Parker A* Topping, who have the con I 
tract for the castings for the entire sys­ 
tem, accompanied Wra, Moir, superin­ 
tendent of motive power and Howard 
furry, assistant superintendent of mo­ 
tive power, in a recent visit to the shops 
here. 
Mr. C. N. Barker, however, dis­ 
claim-. any knowledge of such intention 
on the part of the company. 
I t is also currently reported in the 
machine shop that additional machine 
shops 50x150 art* to be built for shop 
order work leaving tho present plant 
entirely for company work. 
It is stated 
that the lavatories and water closets, 
which occupy a good sized building 
east of the machine shops are to be 
moved and the building torn down to 
make room for the new machine shop, 
, 
There is also strong talk among rail- | 
road men that the yards will be re­ 
moved from the business section of the iI 
city next season. 
It is stated on good 
authority that the company has had j 
yards east of the shops surveyed out fir 
years 
but 
were 
restrained 
from 
building them because of toe softness 
of the ground. 
It is also said that the 
company now has thesegrounds drained 
and that the entire yard system will be 
removed there next year. 
While there 
will be a heavy fill necessary at tho west 
end of the yards there will bo an equal­ 
ly heavy cut at the east end and tho 
grading could be easily done with ex­ 
cavators ami dump wagons or steam 
shovels and dump cars. 
It is 
well 
known that the present yards are en­ 
tirely inadequate. 
They were so before 
the construction of the tie preserving 
plant wiped out the yards west of the 
river, and the conditions aro absolutely 
awful, the train men say, since then. 
The necessity of having to cut trains on 
account of crossings and the like is also 
a great nuisance which would bo avoided 
by removing the yards to the east side 
of the city. 
Thoro will bo about a milo and a half 
of standard track put in west of the 
river for the use of tho tie plant and an 
equal amount of track for the electric 
plant. This work is assured, but the 
other improvemefcs and betterments are 
only rumored as yet. 
There is also a rumor that a mill will 
be put in west of the river for the pur 
pose of sizing and planing ties previous 
to treating them with preservatives. 
There is also a rumor that the com­ 
pany is negotiating with Mr. Ebinger 
for the entire output of his brickyard 
next season and that he will run a heavy 
force of men all next season.

W hen the storm clouds gather behind 
the brown autumnal woods and cold 
winds begin to blow, then the bright 
leaves come drifting down In fluttering, 
fast thickening showers until it almost 
seems as if the wind were the active 
agent and actually tore the loaves from 
tin? trees. 
This, of course, Is u it the 
case. 
The leaf fall only becomes possi­ 
ble after a long preparation on tin* part 
of the tree, which forms a peculiar 
layer of cells in each leaf stem called 
the cleavage plate. 
This cleavage plate, or separation 
layer, consists of a s«*etlon of loosely 
attached thin walled cells with a fexv 
strands of stronger 
woody tiber iii 
among them. so, in tin* early autumn, 
although the leaves appear as firmly 
attached as ever before, they ore really 
only held on the tree by those few 
woody strands and the outer brittle 
skill or epidermis of the stem. 
Now’ 
only a slight shock or wind flurry Is 
sufficient to break the fragile support 
and bring the leaves In showers to the 
ground. 
We may see these woody 
strands broken through In the leaf scar 
of the hors** chestnut, where they ap­ 
pear as little rounded projections on 
the broken surface and are often spok­ 
en of from their fancied resemblance 
to tin* mills of a horseshoe. 
’Hie hick­ 
ory and ash among other trees have 
similar markings on their leaf sears 
and from the same cause. On the root 
of the wild sarsaparilla, which projects 
just above the ground, a like series of 
little projections will be seen upon the 
ringlike sear which surrounds the bud 
where the loaf stalk has Just separated. 
Often tho leaves separate ami fall 
even on the quietest days, for their 
own weight is sufficient to break tho 
frail support. 
These hushed and su­ 
premely tranquil days we all rem em ­ 
ber, when our October walks are ac­ 
companied by the soft, small sounds of 
falling leaves, by the rustlings and dry 
whisperings of their showering multi­ 
tudes.—St. Nicholas.
